Galveston, Texas 

Four hundred and seventy four (474) sheep were housed in stanchions up to four weeks. They 
were housed for 48 hours in the stanchions prior to surgery for adaptation purposes in an area 
adjacent to the animal colony area. The sheep were chronically instrumented with specialized 
equipment and monitored 24 hours a day except weekends and holidays, when they were visited 
three times a day. In addition, they were observed daily, seven days a week by Animal Resources 
Center (ARC) veterinary and/or technical staff. 

An estimated twenty-four (24) pigs were placed in customized slings for 24 hours to allow 
recovery from anesthesia and for restraint to prevent them from damaging their dorsum where the 
procedures were performed. 

Six (6) primates were housed singly in the same room and not allowed physical contact with one 
another although they were able to see and vocally communicate with each other. These animals 
had cranial pedestals, which along with the nature of the study and their aggressiveness dictated 
single housing for their own good. They all had human contact daily by both the animal 
technician and the veterinarian. Their environment was enriched with the use of kong toys, puzzle 
feeders, sunflowers seeds, peanuts and a variety of approved items such as PVC piping and toys. 

Thirty four (34) dogs were housed in an intensive care unit for 24 hours and then in the ARC 
colony in pens with less than the required floor space. They were exempted from the exercise 
program because they were post-operative and required minimal movement. After ten days they 
were moved to pens that met the minimal floor space requirement.

The moderately painful repeated stimulus to be used in this study, a 0.1-2 mamp hindlimb 
shock given for 2 seconds is standard in studies of Pavlovian conditioning (Welshn and Harvey, 
1991; Kelly et al., 1990). The only behavioral response induced in rabbits by a 2-3 mamp 
stimulus is a blink. This level of pain is minimized to limit the distress to the rabbit as indicated 
by the only response being an eyeblink (Welshn and Harvey, 1991; Kelly et al., 1990).

This study was designed as part of a line of investigation of hypnosis for pain management. The 
overall approach of this line of investigation is to study the neural basis of cognitive effects on 
pain in an established rabbit model. This knowledge will be applied to produce more effect and 
safer pain medications and treatments in human patients. The animal model uses a short 2 
second hindlimb shock to induce a mild pain in the rabbit, like a pin-prick, so that the effect of 
hypnosis on the perception of pain can be tested. Only by inducing pain in the animal can the 
subsequent trial with hypnosis be performed. Use of pain medications would interfere with the 
brain responses (i.e., metabolic activity) to pain. Because the brain mechanisms which control 
cognitive effects on pain are not understood, computer models have not been developed that 
could be used to study cognitive effects on pain.

Guinea pigs are injected with small volumes (0.1 -0.2 ml) of either sterile saline or purified E. coli 
endotoxin (4 mg/kg) diluted in sterile saline as a rapid IP injection. This procedure has been shown to 
produce no apparent initial discomfort or stress to the animal for several hours; animals move about, eat. 
and drink freely. Within 5-6 hours, the signs and symptoms of circulatory depression begin to appear; low 
blood pressure, central nervous system depression, lethargy, and non-responsiveness to the 
environment. The study involves evaluation of smooth muscle and cardiac contractile function and 
appropriate therapy throughout the various stages of endotoxemia. Thus, at various time periods 
following injection, guinea pigs are euthanized and tissues (heart, aorta, and other vascular tissues) 
excised for study.

Anti-cancer candidate drugs were administered to 26 dogs for regulatory 
(NDA or IND) toxicology studies. These dogs were included in categoiy “E” 
due to the potential for adverse effects from the drugs. Anesthetics, 
analgesics or other treatment modalities were precluded since they would 
confound data on this strict GLP regulatory protocol. 


Seventy-Two (72) Guinea Pigs 

Protocols to study the efficacy of new anti-fungal agents against systemic 
aspergillosis were approved to use 120 guinea pigs. Seventy-two of these 
animals were used in 1999-2000. All animals were challenged with the agent 
and then provided different treatment regimens. They were included in 
Category “E” due to the potential of developing chnical signs of disease. 
Analgesics were not administered due to their abihty to interfere with clinical 
observations and alter survival rates. All animals were monitored daily and 
animals appearing moribund, or exhibiting severe clinical signs were 
euthanatized.

Procedure causing pain or distress: 

Hyper immune serum production is accomplished by injection of the antigen(s) in oil/aqueous emulsion. 
This emulsion forms a subcutaneous “depot” which is absorbed over a period of 2-7 days. Oil phase 
consists of Freunds Complete (contains bacterial cell wall component) or Freunds Incomplete (does not 
contain bacterial cell wall component) Adjuvant. Oil/aqueous injections are administered sub-Q in a 
maximum volume of 2 ml, consisting of 50% oil phase and 50% aqueous phase. Injection site is at the 
neck, above the shoulders. Footpad injections are not utilized at this facility. 

Reactions to these injections occur appro.ximately as follows: 

60% of animals have no visible response to the injections 

30% of animals develop sub-q endurations of 3 mm or less, which dissipate in 5-10 days 
9% of animals develop sub-q endurations of 3 mm or less, which dissipate in 10-30 days 
1% of animals develop lesions with drainage. These lesions are treated topically with antibiotics and no 
further Complete Freunds Adjuvant is administered. (In most cases draining lesions are associated with 
Complete Freunds Adjuvant)
